Claims 34-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Newly added claims 34 and 35 are directed to enzymes that are not chemically 
modified and a nonionic surfactant that does not solubilized the aggregated lipoproteins. 
These limitations are not found in the specification as originally filed. The amendment 
of 4/14/03 is silent concerning this rejection.
